Mo), who said he had b een in­ 
formed of it b y Lester P. Barlow, 
an inventor connected with the 
M artin Aircraft company in Bal­ 
timore. 
Cla rk said Barlow had advised 
him tha t the new explosive was 
ma de of 
“liqu id 
oxygen” 
and 
“wou ld render every plane in the 
wo rld ob solete b ecau se 
its 
de­ 
structiv e radiu s is so mu ch grea t­ 
er tha n any explosive heretofore 
is e d ” 
“We 
have 
received 
reports 
from ab road that the Germans had 
this new explosive,” Arnold re­ 
plied. “One that was so powerfu l 
tha t when they tried it in Barce­ 
lona It killed every hu man b eing 
within the range of a qu arter of 
a mile and knocked people u ncon­ 
sciou s for a distance of half a 
mile. 
Co nflicting Repo rts 
"We get so many reports from 
ab road that it is rather difficu lt 
K 
o determine which one you will 
ccept 100 per cent and which 
one you accept with a grain of 
salt. 
“Fu rther investigation indicated 
that the Germans did have some 
kind of b omb loaded with com­ 
pressed air. carb on and some form 
of oil. which comb ination was su p­ 
posed to have provided a terrific 
detonating effect when the b omb 
hit the grou nd, and in proof of 
that we received pictu res showing 
halves of b u ildings torn away in 
Barcelona, x x x Bu t we have not 
b een ab le to get any more in­ 
formation on it.” 
Clark said Barlow advised him 
the Army and N avy had refu sed 
to make tests of the new ex­ 
plosive. Arnold replied Barlow had 
never discu ssed the m atter with 
him. 
"I wou ld like very mu ch to find 
su ch an explosive,” Arnold said. 
“ As I said, as soon as we heard of 
this new explosive u sed b y the 
Germans we took advantage of 
every 
availab le 
opportu nity 
to 
find ou t w hat it was, and we are 
still trying to find ou t what it 
was, with a yiow to u tilizing it in 
ou r own b omb s.” 
Lack Military Plans

EPIDEMIC OF BAD TASTE 
It was bad taste for 20,000 members of the nazi bund 
to hold a meeting in New York for the purpose of aping the 
European nazis. 
It was bad taste for 100,000 anti-nazis to 
attempt to storm the meeting. It. was bad taste lor Dorothy 
Thompson, the American columnist, to interrupt the meeting 
with her laughter. The whole disgraceful affair was an epi­ 
demic of bad taste in a city so crowded with isms and anti- 
’isms that the dignity of American citizenship was ov er­ 
looked. One would think that New York City had suddenly 
become populated with Europeans. 
Ev en though the bund members had the right to as­ 
semble peaceably , good taste should hav e dictated no meet­ 
ing likely to precipitate a riot; and if the anti-nazis are so in 
fav or of tolerance and what not, they should hav e shown 
their displeasure by remaining away instead of by try ing to 
suppress the gathering. 
Europe is the place for nazis, and Europe is the place to 
go to fight them. 


APPEASEMENT’ THE WRONG WORD 
Application of President Roosev elt’s domestic policies 
to his international tactics would place him solidly in line 
with the "hav e nots,” as represented by Germany , Italy and 
Spain, and against the “hav es,” as represented by France, 
Britain and Russia. 
Is it not true that Mr. Roosev elt, in his activ ities in the 
United States, has alway s stood for the poor, downtrodden 
underdogs? 
He sees the farmers unable to obtain a fair 
price for their products, and draws upon the treasury to help 
them make ends meet. He sees people languishing in slums, 
and seeks to destroy those blighted areas and transport the 
inhabitants to better place*. He sees unemploy ment and cre­ 
ates jobs for the jobless by means of public works. He as­ 
sists labor in its efforts to obtain higher wages or other ad­ 
v antages, ev en to the extent of countenancing “aggression" 
—seizure of property in sit-down strikes. 
In his domestic policies he has ranged himself unfal­ 
teringly in fav or of the poor, and against ev ery body else. A 
third of our people, he estimates are poorly fed, badly clothed 
and inadequately housed. He proposes to do something about 
it. 
He has been proposing to do something about it for six 
y ears. 
Now we submit that if there is any gov ernment on earth 
that is rich in territories and resources to the point of burst­ 
ing. it is Croat Britain. 
What American go-get-it-iv eness 
could do with an empire like that would be amazing. 
And 
what are the British dqing with it? 
One would think that 
ev ery able-bodied man on the tight little isle would be rolling 
in gold and jewels. Rut if it were not for Britain’s energetic 
rearmament program, undertaken to hold that plethora of 
rich lands, the tight little isle would be plagued still with the 
dole problem and the means test. 
Another rich country is France, Not so bloated as Brit­ 
ain, but still well to do. 
The Russians hav e mines they hav e not dev eloped, wa­ 
ter power they don't know how to use, lands they can’t farm 
to adv antage and factories they don't know how to operate, 
all contained in the world’s largest political unit. 
In the conflict between these bloated empires and the 
three totalitarian states which lack resources, whose side 
does Roosev elt, the friend of the poor, take? 
He sides with the rich. 
Perhaps Mr. Chamberlain erred in calling his policy one 
of “appeasement" during the Munich crisis. 
It is one of the 
habits of Britain statesmen to call something by a sugar- 
coated name that hides the purpose. 
If Mr. Chamberlain had told Roosev elt priv ately : 
“I propose to place within reach of the dictators enough 
resources to make their people prosperous, so they may eat. 
grow fat and quit hating the democracies. 
After they hav e 
regained some trade and better food, they will throw Hitler 
and Mussolini to the dogs. 
By that policy we wil av oid a 
fright! ul and costly war. Communism will change gradually 
to a sensible form of gov ernment by the people; sanity will 
be restored and Europe could hum with the arts of peace? 
If Mr. Chamberlain had said that, Mr. Roosev elt might feel 
differently . 
“Appeasement.” That was an unfortunate word. 


MONKEY BUSINESS STILL I NT W VFl U 
Tennessee's monkey law remains on the books. 
Most of us had forgotten the famous monkey trial at 
Day ton, Tenn., where Schoolmaster Scopes was before the 
bar lor teaching that man ev olv ed from a lower form ol life. 
The incident was recalled by the shelv ing of a bill to repeal 
the anti-ev olution law. 
In presenting the measure, Representativ e J E. Deford 
said: “We’v e got enough people down in mv county who be­ 
liev e m and practice witchcraft; but that is t he i r ' bus i n e s s . 
1 want to allow scientific men the same priv ilege.” 
One would suppose that if it is legal to practice witch­ 
craft in Tennessee, one should be permitted to teach ev olu­ 
tion, but after all, that is Tennessee’s business. 
Most of us nev er would hav e heard of the Scopes trial 
in Day ton if Clarence Darrow, Chicago lawy er, had not gal­ 
loped to Day ton to defend Scopes, and if William Jennings 
Bry an, fundamentalist, had not hastened there to lo c k horns 
with the Chicago agnostic lawy er. 
The country cared little 
about the guilt or innocence of Schoolmaster Scopes, but was 
edified b\ the battle of the Titans. Scopes was lost sight of 
in the conflict about whether Joshua stopped the sun in its 
mad course about the skies, and whether Mr. Darrow’s v erv 
remote ancestors were ringtailed monkey s or just plain apes 
Mr Darrow snapped his galluses nonehaiantlv after his 
defeat by the force of fundamentalism, and went bad. to 
Chicago to continue his law practice. Mr. Bry an went direct 
ly from Day ton to his eternal reward.
